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This application was received electronically at the 
Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences on November 17, 2005. 
A review of the application has revealed that the application 
is not ready for docketing as an appeal. Accordingly, the 
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Comer, Douglas E. n Internetworking with TCP/IP Principles, 
Protocols, and Architecture" volume 1, 1995. 

It is noted that pages 4 and 5 of the Examiner's Answer 

discuss U.S. Patent Nos. 6,625,477 [sic, 6,625,447 to Rossman] 

and 6,621,834 [Scherpbier et al.], and page 8 discusses U.S.

In 

accordance with § 1211 of the Manual of Patent Examining 

Procedure (MPEP) (8th Ed., Rev. 2, May 2004), clarification is 

required regarding the pertinence of the Rossman, Scherpbier, 

Dunlop, Johnson and the two Anand references, and whether a 

new ground of rejection is being applied.
